And your use, under the law, makes xrithliolding of it from me a 
violation oi the law, ^But you also have spoken of "the awesome buildup of strength and use 
of this power in the executive arm, so you do understand these things, 5 

Vlhen there was no remaining alternative, I filed a Complaint under 5 U.S.C. 552 in 
distract court in Washington, C.A, 2052--73* At some point this will be in coupt. At that 
point it may embarrass you personally, hong exporierne tells me that the executive am 
does not embarrass easily. Citizens, however, do, and an endless recitation of deliberate 
0 ffici;jl dishonesty and flagrant contempt for the law are incompatible with ftath in 
the {jovemiaent. 

My purpose in tiling this coiaiplaint as it was in long patience is not to embarrass 
anyone. Rather have I sought to eliminate the side issue, as your own recent experience 
should toll you, for I held no press confcrcjace or anything like tlmt vfhsn you were under 
confiaaation hearings. * y purpose is to sjrady tliis material laiat was never properly sub- 
ject to vfithliolding and your use makes it toproper to dei^ me, --^re you can eliminate 
the need for the litigation by iaaking your copy of that transcript available to mo. It 
is for tliis reason that I write. 

Once you have done this I i-rill witiidraw the Sowplaint. 

ho secrets arc involved for j-ou have sriready published the essence of the transcript. 
And aside froia all the otti&r considerations, under Amer3.can v Gnlioij-- assess to 

tliis transcript is a matter of rijilit for me, 

I am aware tliat tlsis i-equest confronts you with a direct challenge. I do not 
the request for purpose of offering a chjillense to you. However, I would hope that this 
is tile kind of cliallenge you weuld prefer to accept and to meet in the way your quoted 
words mean you will meet it if you meant those words. As I arranged no publicity on ttio 
filing of the suit, I would seek to arrange none on id-tlidratojig it. And in practise, I 
could not make a full study of tliat transcript now_because I am preoccupied '■•■dth otlier work. 
Hy interest in this iufoiiiation is not political, t is literary and scholarly, for my 
writing and part of my research, I do hope you vdll provide rae with a copy so tliat I idll 
not liave to pursue my ri jits in court. I also hope tliat you will undsrtalie to do what you 
Can to reduce tlm number of instances in wliich American have to sue their govoramont in 
order to obtain suppressed public information. 

Ihisis coimionplace, I'wo Attorneys General, includirifj the incumbent, have violated 
the law and their regulations by not even replying to my anneal from the denial of 
publicly-used court evidence. I’his is not the first time court evidence lias been denied 
me, (bee G.A. 718—70, fcdex'al fialst ict court, D.C., whore I got a suiiiiiary judgesicnt.}
